tation of Red Spiders is more ser­ 
ious and widespread 
this

than previously. In fact, they re­ 
ported, 90 percent of the fields 
inspected from Sikeston south a- 
long Highway 61 have Red Spi­ 
der infestation — some in large 
quantity and others in spots. 
They have also found that there 
•re scattered spot infestations of 
the spiders in other cotton fields 
in the area around here. 
! 
The spider problem has assum ­ 
ed such proportions that infested 
fields should be sprayed imm edi­ 
ately, they report, because if not 
Controlled, the result will be such 
a defoliation of 1he plants as to 
seriously effect the quality and 
quantity of the crop. 
Farmers, the entomologists said, 
should inspect 1heir cotton fields 
carefully for Red Spiders. They 
can be found by looking for cot­ 
ton leaves that have a bronze dis­ 
coloration on top and at the cen­ 
ter. Turn the leaf over and the 
mites will be found on the under 
side. They are so small, however, 
1hat it is necessary to use a hand 
glass in some cases to discover the 
pests. 
Where possible, aramite. 
one 
pound to the acre, 
should 
be 
sprayed, making certain that the 
insecticide thoroughly covers the 
underside of the leaves where the 
spiders are. Where the infesta­ 
tion is con lined to small areas: 
along fence rows, ditch banks and 
edges of fields,

shown herewith. 
Surely Sikeston people do not want the ap­ 
pearance of their city marred by these unsightly weed patches. 
Another reason why Mayor Butler has asked all patriotic 
citizens to declare war on weeds is that weeds are harmful to 
good health. 
Especially is this true when weed pollen gets into 


the air and causes intense suffering for people afflicted with hay 
fever and other nose and throat ailments. 
Supporting testimony 
to the harm weeds can cause the good health of people is con­ 
tained in the accompanying letter from one of Sikeston's phy­ 
sicians. 


Still another reason for declaring war on weeds, especially 
at this time, is to get rid of the weeds before maximum harm to 
health can be done and before the weeds go to seed to insure 
a larger weed crop next year.

ings. 
The particular sin or condition 
rf which John is w arning his fel­ 
low Christians is that of Gnosti­ 
cism. This was a philosophy which

religion 
which tended to degrade Chris­ 
tianity into a m ere 
philosophy 
and to deprive C hristianity of the 
personal possession of the Holy 
Spirit.

w ere good; that one could not ex­ 
ist in the other. Jesus could not 
have been the Christ, they con­ 
tended. because he had a m aterial 
bodv, and. having such a body, 
co r’d not also be 
the 
spiritual 
C h -st. 
The otherw ise gentle a n d 
peaceful 'ohn gets rath er vehem ­ 
ent in denouncing such conten- 
sions of the Gnostic philosophers, 
who pretended to have superior 
knowledge, to be above sin and 
to be sure that Jesus was just a 
m ere man. 
John knew better, for John had 
know n Jesus personally, had been 
his disciple, had seen Jesus pre­ 
sent the attributes and will of the 
H eavenly F ather to a

divine One, to death. 
John knew fhat God was light 
and that Jesus had brought that

The World W ar II GI loan pro­ 
gram ending date has been extend 
ed for one more year to-Ju ly 25, 
1958, under an omnibus GI loan 
law signed by the President Aug. 
1, according to J . F . Kelley, m an­ 
ager of the St. Louis Veterans Ad­ 
ministration Regional Office. 
In the 12 years that the GI loan 
program has been in operation, 
4.406,000 World W ar II veterans 
have borrowed $33.2 billion in GI 
loans to purdhase homes, farms 
and businesses. Of that amount. 
Kelley said, VA has guaranteed 
or insured $17.9 billion. 
The GI loan program previously 
was scheduled to end July 25, 19- 
57 and, under the wording of the 
original law, all GI loans would 
have had to be closed by that 
date. 
Under this new law, any GI 
loan for which VA receives an ap­ 
plication by July 25, 1958, m ay 
be guaranteed or insured by VA 
if it is completed by July 25, 19* 
59. 
Kelley emphasized that the new 
law 
affects only World War II 
Veterans. Korean conflict period

In addition, this new law will 
permit any veteran who sells res­ 
idential property purchased with 
a GI loan to be relieved from lia­ 
bility to the government under 
certain circumstances.

The new law also permits World 
W ar II veterans to have their GI 
loan entitlement restored up to 
Jan. 31, 1965. if their property: 
1. Was taken by a governmental 
agencv for public use; 
2. Was destroyed by a natural 
hazard, or 
3. Was otherwise disposed of for 
compelling reasons without fault 
on the part of the veteran. 
The new law also amends the 
GI Bill to permit the restoration 
of GI home loan entitlement to a 
veteran in military service who 
disposes of his home because of a 
transfer under military orders. 
A veteran, under'the new law, 
will have to certify that he in 
tends to live in the home he is 
buying with the assistance of a GI 
loan at the time of application and 
at the time of closing the loan. 
The new law also clarifies and 
confirms VA’s authority to make 
the final determination of reason­ 
able value of property irrespect­ 
ive of the estimate of value made

Dr. Perry Adkisson, 
research 
entomologist, and George Thomas, 
survey entomologist, 
have

completed an extensive survey of 
cotton fields in Southeast Missou­ 
ri and said today that the infes­ 
tation of Red Spiders is more ser­ 
ious and widespread 
this 
year 
than previously. In fact, they re­ 
ported, 90 percent of the fields 
inspected from Sikeston south a- 
long Highway 61 have Red Spi­ 
der infestation — some in large 
quantity and others in spots. 
They have also found that there 
• re scattered spot infestations of; 
the spiders in other cotton fields 
in the area around here. 
The spider problem has a scum - 1 
•d such proportions that infested 
fields should be sprayed immedi­ 
ately, they report, because if not 
Controlled, the result will be such 
a defoliation of the plants as to 
seriously effect the quality and 
quantity of the crop. 
Farmers, the entomologists said, 
should inspect their cotton fields 
carefully for Red Spiders. They 
can be found by looking for cot­ 
ton leaves that have a bronze dis­ 
coloration on top and at the cen­ 
ter. Turn the leaf over and the 
mites will be found on the under 
side. They are so small, however, 
that it is necessary to use a hand 
glass in some rases to discover the 
pests.

The W orld W a r I I G I loan pro­ 
gram ending dale has been extend 
ed for one more year to * Ju ly 25, 
1958, under an omnibus G I loan 
law signed by the President Aug.

In the 12 years that the G I loan 
program has been in operation, 
4.460,000 W orld W a r I I veterans 
have borrowed $33.2 billion in G I 
loans to purchase homes, farms 
and businesses. O f that amount, 
K elle y said, V A has guaranteed 
or insured $17.9 billion. 


The G I loan program previously 
was scheduled to end Ju ly 25, 19- 
57 and, under the wording of the 
original law, all G I loans would 
have had to be closed by that 
date. 


Under this new law , any G I 
loan for which V A receives an ap­ 
plication by Ju ly 25, 1958, may 
be guaranteed or insured by V A

The World War II GI loan pro­ 
gram ending date has been extend 
cd for one more year to -Ju ly 25, 
1958, under an omnibus GI loan 
law signed by the President Aug. 
I, according to J. F. Kelley, m an­ 
ager of the St. Louis Veterans Ad­ 
m inistration Regional Office. 
In the 12 years that the GI loan 
program 
has been in operation, 
4.466,000 World War II veterans 
have borrowed $33.2 billion in GI 
loans to purchase homes, farms 
and businesses. Of that amount, 
Kelley said, VA has guaranteed 
or insured $17.9 billion. 


The GI loan program previously 
was scheduled to end July 25, 19- 
57 and, under the wording of the 
original law, all GI loans would 
have had to be closed by that 
date. 
Under this new law, any GI 
loan for which VA receives an ap­ 
plication by July 25, 1958, may 
be guaranteed or insured by VA 
if it is completed by July 25, 19- 
59. 
Kelley emphasized that the new 
law affects only World 
W ar II 
v eteran s. Korean conflict

on the part of the veteran. 
The new law also amends the 
GI Bill to permit the restoration 
of GI home loan entitlement to a 
veteran in military service who 
disposes of his home because of a 
transfer under military orders.
